Well, Canada’s at war for democracy- 

All political working class organisations but one (the Cooperative 
Commonwealth Federation) have been outlawed. The right to strike 
has been subpressed. The right to distribute propaganda against 
the war has been abolished. Strict censorship over radio, press, 
and moving -pictures has been imposed. Already the working class 
number a formidable list of casualties: Frank Watson,' a member of 
the British Independent Labor Tarty, four anarchists, a number of 
Stalinists, Charles Lillard, secretary of the Canadain CIO are so 
far among those known to'have been arrested for opposing the war. 
aims of the government. 

These acts against the democratic rights of the workers have been 
perpetr ated under the Canada War Measures Act, which transforms 
the government’ into a virtual dictatorship not unlike those which 
exist in Germany and Italy.' - If concentration camps do not yet 
exist in Canada, this is not owing to the pious regard of the 
authorities- for democratic' rights, but simply because real hostilife'ie i 
have not yet begun dn the Western Front. 3y the Spring, when 
Europe’s armies will probably be in deadly conflict with each other 
Canadian ’democracy,' like British and French ’democracy* will be 
in no wise distinguishable from Hitler’s or Stalinas 'democracy'. 

Strikingly enough, a foretaste of this 'democracy', wassgiven 
a full year and a half before the war was actually declared, in 
March, 1938, . a day after Hitler's seizure of Austria. At this time 
while Premier Mackenzie King was busy declaring to the Canadian peop] 
that there was no earthly reason why it should be involved in wars 
every twenty years, THE tIAA MEASURES, aCT PLjlNG DRAWN UP IN 
SECRET BY MR: KING'S HENCHaJSK. Exactly the same thing goes on 
before our eyes in America. While the Great Liberal and Peacelover, 

F. D. Roosevelt, wrings our hearts with touchin 0 testimonials of 
his desirefor pace and his determination to keep us at peace, 
behind the scenes, in the Navy and War Departments, experts work 
night and day on -perfecting the M-Day plans which will install 
a distatorshi" here at home. 

But Canadian capitalism is far from havin^ an easy time of herding 
the Canadian workers into the war. In Quebec, where Civil conflict 

broke out in 1917 against sonscription, even the government party 
was forced to come out in the recent elections against the draft, 
so thoroughly is it. hated by the French-Canadian masses. In Ontario, 
Canada’s most highly industril"ized. province, seventy five leaders 
of the United Church(composed of Methodists, Presbyterians and 
Angliclns) issued a document proclaiming their opposition to the 
war. In the very citadels of capitalism, in the Legislature of 
British Columbia, a_socialist woman member was even more specific 
'This is a war for British imperialism. WefMnadians are opposed to 
imperialism in all its forms,' she declared#.

Certainly if the Army suffers shortages in food, clo.hing, ^, 
the Russian working class must oe faced with an even _' 

privation. Even the. products inane by heavy industry,mainly 
military,.have proven to' be of inferior quality uan g * in _ 
the greater amount of a?upower available for the army, -he 
crease.of private initiative and privileges in industry an, 
co lleotive farms, has restored one of the prime movers o 
talist exploitation. This is expressed competition between 
plants spurred by directors and managers without regard for pn 
general planned economy. The resultant dislocations and periodic 
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crises have led. to widespread purges of personnel and workers 
who are .referred to "wreckers’, 1 "fascist spies," "saboteurs," etc. 
To raise the productive levels ('ey other than mechanical means) 
Stalinism has to resort to competition between groups of workers, 
resulting in the fabulously over paid Stakhcnovites on the one 
hand, and the huge mass of underpaid workers on the other. On 
top' of this the directors and managers of the more profitable 
plants (read: "the best exploiters") get'unbelievable sums of 
money as well as do the leading bureaucrats. These are some of 
the most important oi'conomic features driving Russia back to 
capitalsim. There &re others however which have teen more 
decisive in giving it this direction. These lie in the fact that 
the control of the State machinery, Soviets, trade unions. Red 
Army, courts, etc,, have passed out- of the hands of the Russian 
workers and into the hands of the Stalinist exploiters. Added to 
this is the elimination of workers 1 democracy which completed the 
counter-revolution in the political sphere. 

The forces of counter-revolution let loose in the Russian 
economic structure and fostered by Stalinism have destroyed the 
benefits which nationalized industry permits under the control 
of the workers, Stalinism must eliminate nationalisation in 
order to permit the unfettered accumulation of capital and its- 
re-investment, restore the open market and private property in 
the means of production. This would solidify the Russian ruling 
class and consolidate its economic base although it would also 
give rise to those contradictions peculiar to the capitalist 
system. 


Among the most important conclusions to be drawn from the 
unsuccessful campaign of the Russian army in Finland are that the 
Stalinist counter-revol t .on has had catastrophic effects on the 
ex-workers’ state and that unless the process toward capitalism 
is accelerated, Russia will become an easy igpey to Imperialism, 

These aoove considerations made it imperative for the Russian 
ruling class to make an Alliance with Hitler and for the same 
reasons that it tried to do the same thing with the Anglo-French 
imperialists at an earlier period. 

The concern of the Stalinist ruling class to remain in 
power, however, should not be the concern of the Russian workers. 
The Russian regime has destroyed the institutions of workers 1 
rule until the only way the proletariat can re-establish its 
own power is through non-support of the war and the forceful 
wiping out of the counter-revolution.

RESOLUTION ON THiJ IkPERiALIST WAR AN5 THE TASKS QF TH^ WORKING CIAS| 
(adopted by American Convention of L.R.W.P.) 

Basic Causes of the Second World War 


1. When German Imperialism first attacked Poland onSeptember 1, 

1939 the Polish capitalist state attenrfoed to defend the holdings of 
the Polls! capitalists and landlords. • The Polish bourgeoisi-e, too 
weak to resist German encroachment, had obtained promises of support 
from Britain and France who later reneged ontheir premises. 

2. Two days later Great Britain and France joined the war. The 
aims of England in this war are to prserve its empire intact; to 
maintain her control over Europe as a prereo,uisite for control over 
her colonial empire in the Near East, Africa, and Asia; although the 
war on the part of England appears to be defensive, one of its chief 
objectives is to bolster English capital's falling rate of profit by 
taking over new markets and either eliminating or dominating Germany 
as an imperialist contender. Great Britain has maintained her hold 
over Europe through her domination of France which, because of her 
modern historical development has had her foreign policy decided, for 
her by England. Hence the Sims of France in this War are limited by 
what England will offer for the appeasement and maintenance of French 
Capital._ 

3. If'Anglo-Frencli'imperialism' stafed theirl c *'war aimsy they could 

not- rally the workers to the support, of their imperialist war. The 
avowed aims 'Stop Hitlerism', ’For Democracy’, ’’For the independence 
of Poland, Czechoslovakia, Austria', and recently ’for a new order 
based on a European Federation' are poor camouflage- (which even they 
are embarrassed in using) for their real aims. If they had been 
sincerely interested in the defense of ’democracy’, they would have 
defended, the Loyalist government of :Spain, Czechoslovakia, Albania, _

4. Like capitalism everywhere, German capitalism must expand or 
face intense crisis. But German capitalist economy, based on the 
second largest industrial machine in the world, has been deprived 






pf eolonies andmarkets and has tr» expand mere qulekly than tthers. 

At the present moment, however, she must have t ime to digest, to 
thoroughly absorb, her latest conquest -- Poland. As a result, Ger-j 
many would prefer to* obtain a peace based on the, status quo. Her 
cries for peace, echoed by Russia, fall on deaf ears, however. Eng¬ 
land andFrance would also like an early peace, but they cannot af¬ 
ford to. allow Germany to dominate Europe, andmust themselves make 
new imperialist conquest’s and eliminate any serious rivals. As a 
result of the stalemate, the shaky condition of capitalism as a whole 
and the weakness of the Russo-German alliance, large scale bloodshed 
might usher,in the social, rev elution * It is conceivable for these 
reasons that a realignment may be in the offing, in which Russia may 
be the target of a concerted imperialist drive. This may account 
in p»t for- the hesitant character of the war in the West. Neither 
side wants the war, but both are .forced to prosecute it. It is one 
of; the contradictions of capitalism that it has no choice but to lay 
••waste to the civilization it has built up. 

5* The political, economic','and military alliance which Russia con¬ 
cluded, giving Hitler the assurance he needed to start the new im¬ 
perialistic war two hours after the alliance was ratified by the 
Russian Parliament, and following this the invasion and partitioning 
of Poland between the signers, exposed Russia as an ally of the im¬ 
perialist aims of Germany. The deals between them in relation to 
the Baltic states and the present.. Russian attack on Finland trace 
the development.of thiqAlliance. Furthermore, this alliance is aimed 
at helping the Russian ruling class to strengthen its military and 
economic position (by seizure of harbors, military positions, Polish 
Ukraine, Estonia, etc.) in order■to.help pave the way for an early 
capitalist restoration. Russia at present is also making these moves 
■in the Baltic as measures against the possibility of a concerted im¬ 
perialist attack, thi-s does not change her counter-revolutionary role 
in the present situation,, .nor does it change the character of the 
present war. The.Russian campaign in Finland has.already brought to 
the surface the contradictions of its hybrid economy-- the nationali¬ 
zation of the means of production as against private initiative and 
privileges of the ruling'class— which will speed up the full re¬ 
storation to capitalism. If a concerted attack on Russia is made 
by imperialism, the ruling class will be prepared, if defeat seems 
imminent, to make concessions to imperialism and become a semi-colo¬ 
nial bourgeoisie, rather than' take the chance of being wiped out en¬ 
tirely. The Russian working-class has no more to gain out of the 
present Imperialist war than the working-class of any other nation. 

6. Finland, like Belgium and Serbia in the last war, cannot be torn 
out of the ’bloody imperialist knot 1 . It is tied, by a number of 
links, economic, financial, diplomatic, and military t 0 British and 
American imperialism. While it is true that Russia has invaded Fin¬ 
land both for its own interests and those of German ^imperialism, 
nevertheless, Finland's ties with imperialism has made it another 
one of their instruments in carrying out it's wars. Thus the war 
between .Finland and Russia is not only a. widening of the general im-

ALTERNATIVES FACING hh RUSSO-GER^aN ALLIANCE : The invasion of Fin¬ 
land by Russia lias revelled a number of weaknesses in the alliance 
due to the weak internal condition of both countri®.• Germany can¬ 
not send too much aid to Russia and the latter cannot give any aid 
to Germany. On the other hand, there are definite indications that 
Germany will not give arc her Russian ally at present, but may give 
her some military and economic support, although not enough to. 
weaken her own position on the Western Front or in the territories 
she recently conquered. Because of these difficulties arising out 
of the Russian invasion even before the war has- really gotten under 
way, Germany is in a position where she will e-ither open up a major 
offensive through the Netherlands or Scandinavia or dump her Russian 
ally if things get too'hot. Germany for the present-, however, does 
not seem to be withdrawing from the alliance. She has prevented 
shipments of arms and other goods to and from Finland and has re¬ 
cently protested against using the Scandinavian Peninsula as a con¬ 
veyor belt to Finland. Furthermore with the revelations of these 
fundamental weaknesses, it is improbable that Anglo-French imperial¬ 
ism need bargain with either Germany or Russia, since they now- be¬ 
lieve that they can-be disposed of at the same time. 

7 . Italian imperialism under Mussolini has attempted- to pursue an 
independent policy since the last war. This was done in spite of 
the fact that Italy has sponged heavily from England, France, and 
others to help her over many of her severe economic bumps. Italy 
was robbed of lie-r share of the booty by England and France then, and 
has received the snort end of the stick in its pact with a rearmed 
Germany.' Italy would like to -get full control of the -mediterranean 
and colonies in North Africa, however she would -even make a deal 
with Anglo-French imperialism if she were given joint- control of the 
Mediterranean meaning primarily the Suez canal, and substantial 
spheres of influence in North Africa. At present-, while she appears 
to be playing a watchful-waiting game in order to get these demands 
guaranteed in advance, she isnmaneuvering tlie Balkan states into a

8. As the richest country in the world and the Number 1 imperial¬ 
ist power, the United States has been involved economically in the 
war from the very beginning. If the war continues on the present 
course, U. S. capitalism will endeavor.to enter the war if it thinks 
entry advisable under the given circumstances, as a king-pin power. 
Once again the American boss class with its hands in every flesh- 
pot, will call on the workers to defend ’democracy'. U. S„ capital¬ 
ism must not allow any other power or‘bloc of powers to threaten its 
commanding position. It must protect and complete its control over 
Central and South- America. It is. pledged to the maintenance of the 
so-called, balance of power in -Europe, which G-ermany has demolished. 

T + mist .stop Japan from swallowing itsAsiatic and East Indian out¬ 
lets and markets . It is not unlikely that theU, S. may strike its 
first blow in this war against Japan, whose seizure' of American mar¬ 
kets'inthe Far East are becoming increasingly intolerable to it. 

It must, curiously enough, weaken England's hold on her empire while 
fighting alongside of her . (Roosevelt-’5 attitude towards Canada is' 
a significant symptom.) Lastly it intends to strengthen the Ameri¬ 
can empire by’ direct colonial acquisitions and military control and 
not, as after the last war, by mere financial control. The ¥. S. 
boss class if it enters the war and wins will dictate the 'peace' 
terms. The entrance of the U. S. would intensify the conflict, but 
not change'its character. 

THE TASKS OF THE WORKING CLASS IN THE BOSSES’ VAR 

For ..all these reasons this war is an imperialist war-- a war of ri-' 
val capitalisms and their colonial vassals, a war for the redivision 
of the world, a war to make the profits of the world safe for the ; 
strongest imperialist -powers. This is, therefore, .a war against the 
working-class everywhere, who will suffer and lose most by it and 
consequently a war from which the working-class of the world have 
nothing to gain. The duty of all workers ^Including the Russian^ in 
such a war is to practice revolutionary de'featism, i.e. 

To oppose the war by: , 

1. Not supporting the state or its armed forces. 

2. Disrupting industry and war materials. 

3. Fraternizing with the opposing troops. - 

4. "Deserting and abandoning the front. 

5« Agitating for civil war to overthrow the capitalist 
system and replace by a Workers' State.
